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INTRODUCTION 
The plan for the Ryckmans Multi Centre was adopted by The City 
of Hamilton on July 28, 1981 after public meetings on July 2, 1980 


and May 27, 1981. 


This document gives a general description of multi centres and 


describes the details of the Ryckmans Multi Centre. 


The purpose of the document is to provide background information.

MULTI CENTRE PLANNING 


The undeveloped areas of the Mountain are divided into neighbourhoods 
by a grid of arterial roads. Four neighbourhoods comprise a 


community. 


A service centre is required at the intersection of the two 
arterial roads at the centre of a community. (See Map 1 and 


Appendix 1) 


Multi centres fall between neighbourhood centres and sub regional 
centres in the hierarchy of service centres. They theoretically 
serve the needs of about 20,000 people. The Multi Centre 
accommodates a wide variety of uses - commercial, recreational, 
educational, institutional, and higher density housing. A detailed 


Pius ot HOSsi DLS uses is included in Appendix 2. 


Providing higher densities such as apartments and townhouses is an 
efficient land use pattern since large numbers of people will be 


conveniently accessible to the services of the Multi Centre. 


The framework for secondary planning in the Multi Centre is provided 
hon an the Official Plan. The Official Plan designates the location 


of multi centres and provides general policies for development.

Location 
Ryckmans Multi Centre is located at the intersection of Upper 


Wellington Street and Stone Church Road on Hamilton Mountain. 


The Multi Centre is at the centre of the four neighbourhcods

serves - Jerome, Ryckman's, Crerar, and Barnstown. (Front Cover) 


Description 

Topographically, the area is flat, apart from a small valley running 
through the south section of the site. Some development already 
exists. The north west quadrant contains three houses fronting 

onto Stone Church Road. The north east quadrant contains the 

Mount Hamilton Christian Reformed Church and house fronting on to 
the arterial roads. The south east quadrant contains farm buildings 
including a farmhouse. The south west quadrant has no development. 


The area of the Multi Centre, shown on Map 2, is 17 hectares (42 acres). 


The Plan 

mi. Residential 

Apartments are designated next to the commercial site to provide 
accommodation for about 400 people. Townhouses are designated in 
the two south quadrants to provide accommodation for about another 
400 people. Special housing related to the church in the north 
east quadrant will accommodate about 300 people. Densities are 


included in Appendix 3. 


ii) Commercial 
Five acres of commercial development is designated in the south 


east quadrant. A ten-feet wide planting strip separates the 


commercial from residential. 


Mir. Savile ane Institutional 
The majority of land in the south west quadrant is owned by the 


Catholic Church, who intend to use the land for church purposes. 


iv) Institutional and Recreational 
The north west quadrant is set aside for possible health centre, 
tite Stacton, eGiiash COULTS, Or Other institutional or recreational

v) Institutional and Special Housing 
The north east quadrant is designated for use by the Mount Hamilton 
Christian Reformed Church. The church plans to build special housing, 


Such as seniors' housing, group homes, or nursing homes on its site. 


vi) Staging 
The area to the east of Upper Wellington Street is in the Stage l 
area of development on the Mountain. The area can be serviced as 


soon as trunk sewers are extended. 


The area to the west of Upper Wellington Street is in the Stage 2 
area of development on the Mountain. Stage 2 will not be developed 
until 60% of planned residential development is registered in Stage l 


according to Official Plan policies. 
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Wil) General 

Adoption of the land use plan by Council sets out a policy for 
development. Plan flexibility is retained by allowing amendments 
to the Multi Centre plan by Council resolution. Any proposed 
amendments should follow the general intent of the plan and involve 


Puplic participation. 
IMPLEMENTATION 


Services 

Public services such as major roads, sewer and water facilities, and 
sewage treatment plants must be available before development can 
take place. With Ryckmans Multi Centre, the only service which 
holds up development is the provision of trunk sewers. Trunk 

sewers will be extended to the site from the east as development 


takes place. 


ACER 
The lands in all quadrants except the south east quadrant are 


principally zoned AA agricultural although some road frontage areas 


are zoned B and C (Single Family Residential). The south east 
quadrant contains E2 (apartments), RT (Row Housing), D (Single and 
Double Residential), and C (Single Residential) zoning. This 


reflects the designations of the Barnstown Neighbourhood Plan, which 


was previously approved. 
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The Ryckmans Multi Centre Plan designations replace the Barnstown 
designations. Zoning should conform to the Multi Centre Plan 
designation. The public will be able to comment on any zoning 
change because the by-law will be circulated to owners within 


400 feet. Zoning defines use, density, height, and setbacks. 


pite Plan Control 

All multiple family and commercial development will require site 
plan approval under Section 35a of the Planning Act. This will 
ensure that the location of buildings, vehicular entrances, and 
Stier mette Pian Considerations are Satisfactory. Site plam control 


also covers conceptual design and massing of the development.
